This is the twenty-second annual report which I have made 
to the citizens of West Rutland regarding State payments in your 
municipality of various types of assistance and welfare during 
1957. The support and cooperation of town officers and people 
generally over this long period is gratefully acknowledged. We 
have some measure of responsibility for 12,000 individuals and 
annually spend about six million dollars. 

The total number of recipients in all four programs has not 
changed substantially for several years. Due to the extension of 
Social Security, the number receiving Old Age Assistance has de- 
clined but those receiving Aid to the Permanently and Totally 
Disabled have increased. Supplementation of inadequate amounts 
of Social Security benefits is an increasing role of Public Assist- 
ance. Towns and cities participate financially in two of the pro- 
grams as indicated below. Administrative expenses for the four 
types of Public Assistance have always been among the lowest in 
the nation. In one state the recipient receives less than eighty- 
two cents out of the assistance dollar. In Vermont the recipient 
received ninety-six cents.

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SCHOOL NURSE REPORT 

Schools opened in September with -554 pupils registering in 
the Public and Parochial schools of West Rutland. 

Children are checked during the school year by the School 
Nurse and records kept of each child. Parents are promptly noti- 
fied of any defects found. 

Vitamins were distributed on September 0 in all grades and 
were offered by the Parent-Teachers Association, St, Stanislaus's 
School children received the vitamins but each child paid for 
same.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 

The following report is presented to the citizens of West 
Rutland. The exterior woodwork, window trim, and ail metal 
work, were all painted during the summer months. The rooms 
occupied by the first and second grades were completely re- 
decorated. The halls and stairs, as well as the locker rooms were 
painted. The old. worn desks in the rooms occupied by the first 
four grades were removed and replaced by new desks. Next year 
it is planned to replace all the desks in the rooms occupied by the 
upper four grades with new on as. At the end of next year all of the 
old desks in the rooms occupied by the elementary grades will 
have been replaced by new, modern desks. 

Mr. William Timbers, the. science instructor resigned his 
position ot accept a similar position in Connecticut. 

Miss Charlene Ryan, the home economics instructor re- 
signed her position to accept a similar position as home econom- 
ics instructor in New York State. 

Miss Mary Mulqueen resigned her position in the commer- 
cial department. Miss Mulqueen plans to attend Columbia 
University to study for her master's degree in commercial 
education, 

Mr. Francis Rubiilard, who has taught English and French 
for several years, resigned his position and accepted a position in 
the Proctor High School. 

Mr. Thomas Egan, a graduate of the University of Vermont, 
was appointed to succeed Mr. Timbers as the instructor in Science. 
Mr. Egan was also appointed to take over the work of the guid- 
ance department that was formerly handled by Air. Rubiilard. 

Mrs. Loretta Mulhera who lives in Rutland, Vermont, and 
who formerly taught Home Economies in this High School, was 
engaged to "fill the vacancy made by the resignation of Miss 
Ryan. 

Miss Marilyn Wasilewski, of Lynn, Massachusetts, a grad- 
uate of Boston University, was elected to succeed Miss Mulqueen 
in the Commercial Department. 

Miss Mary Atchison, a graduate of Trinity College, and 
who lives in Vernon, Vermont, was elected to fill the vacancy 
caused by the resignation of Mr. Robillard. 
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The band, which now consists of some sixty-five members, 
continues to be under the direction of Mr. Napoleon lanni of 
R u tla n d , Yermo n t . 

The Glee Club is directed by Miss Margaret Bliss. 

The activities of the band the past year included a Kake 
Walk, concerts at Raster and Christmas, the Music Festival at 
Montpelier, All State Music Festival at Burlington, lanni Music 
Festival at Manchester, P. T, A, Show, Woodstock Alumni Par- 
ade, Assumption Day Parade, Veterans* Day Ceremony, Mem- 
orial Day Parade, Shrine Football Game at Manchester, N. H., 
Football Pep Rally, Home Football games. High School gradua- 
te o n cerem o n i es , an d 1 1 1 e L egi on C ar n i val . 

The Parent Teachers* Association provides a milk program 
as well as the hot lunch program. The type of lunch served as 
Class A. The cost of the lunch to students is $.20 and to adults 
is $.35. The mothers of the children are again assisting in the 
serving of this lunch and it is largely through their fine co-opera- 
tion that the program is so successful. This past year around two 
hundred students avail themselves of the program. 

The Driver Training instruction is under the direction of Air. 
Joseph Zawistowskh This instruction consists of five class 
periods weekly and ten hours of behind the wheel instruction. 
The behind the wheel instruction is done after school from 3:15 
to 5:15. 

The program of renting modern business machines such as an 
electric typewriter, adding machine, dictaphone, etc,, is being 
continued during the school year. 

The schedule for the school bus is as follows: two trips are 
made each morning to Whipple Hollow and Pleasant Street, 
Clarendon Are., and Route 4 The latter route is divided into 
separate trips to avoid crowding the school bus. In the afternoon, 
the same schedule is followed. 

Two new encyclopedias were added to the school library, 
also a new large unabridged dictionary. The Brltannica Year 
Books were purchased. This is in accordance with the plan of the 
school board to continually augment the reference material in 
the library yearly. 

In the Elementary grades a complete survey of all reading 
material was made through the assistance and direction of the 
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State helping teacher. This survey was made with a view to help 
the teachers in providing for the individual differences in reading 
ability. 

As a result of the survey , and under the direction of the state 
helping teacher, supplementary reading books of different levels 
were placed in all grades. 

In the field of guidance, Thomas Egan, Science instructor 
was appointed part-time guidance counselor. Mr. Egan fitted 
himself professionally by pursuing courses at the University of 
Vermont. Mr. Egan spends two periods each day to the guidance 
program. Up to the present time the following has been in effect: 
The guidance program consists of individual meetings of the 
students with the guidance director for the purpose of analyzing 
the student’s courses of study, his rate of progress, discussion of 
his post-high school plans and planning next year’s curriculum for 
those students in the three lower classes. By the end of January, 
all students of the four classes had met once with the guidance 
officer. The guidance office is open daily from 8:30 a. m, until 
9:00 a. m. f 10:30 a. m. until 11:15 a. m. and from 3:15 until 4 
p. m. Any student who wishes more consultations during a sem- 
ester may do so by merely arranging a specific time. Due to the 
increased enrollment and the limited times each day allocated to 
the guidance program, it will be possible for the counselor to 
meet with each student only once each semester. 

By January all freshmen were given the Terman-McNemear 
Intelligence Test. These were timed tests and the IQ's and per- 
centile ranks were recorded according to national standards. 
Each student's score is entered in his personal folder. This folder 
also contains an anecdotal record of the personal interview and the 
official transcript of his scholastic record. The same test will be 
given to the sophomores and will indicate the rate of achievement 
over the first year. 

During the second sem ester , interviews with college prepara- 
tory seniors will be to aid them in selecting schools they plan to 
attend. Job placement possibilities will be investigated for the 
commercial seniors. Freshmen, sophomores, and junior's will be 
assisted in the proper selection of courses of study to be followed 
next year. 

The juniors and seniors are taking a battery of Differential 
Apptitude Tests which serve as outstanding measures of rate of 
progress in general knowledge, basic skills and in specific subject 
matter fields. The complete DAT battery includes Spelling, 
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Sentence Sense, Verbal Reasoning, Abstract Reasoning, Mechan- 
ical Reasoning, Clerical Speed and Accuracy and Numerical 
ability. 

The National Scholarship Aptitude Test has been administer- 
ed to the college preparatory seniors also the National Scholastic 
Aptitude Test. It is planned that the Employment Service will 
give the general aptitude test series for all commercial seniors. 
These tests are designed to indicate each student's general apti- 
tude, Ms native abilities and point out the areas where he may 
best be suited. 

Mr. Egan has personally visited the University of Vermont, 
St, Michael's College, The School of Dental Hygiene, Cast! et on 
Teacher's College and The Rutland Business College, for the pur- 
pose of finding out the entrance requirements, scholarships avail- 
able, and the necessary subject requirements to gain admittance 
to the above colleges.
